BOARD REFUSES TO VOTE BONDS 





The board of supervisors Monday 
declined to consider a $50,000 bond 
issue for a detention home as rec- 
ommended by the probation commit- 
tee at its annual meeting Saturday, 
and assured J. B. Hanna, president 
of the committee, and who presented 
the recommendation, that the super- 
visors planned to construct a new 
detention home but not one that 
would cost $50,000. 

There is now available in the fund 
for the new detention home approxi- 
mately $12,000, which with addi- 
tionfl. money that will be provided 
from regular funds, will be sufficient 
to construct the building, the super- 

sors said. Whether the detention 
home will be constructed at the pres- 


~ ent site on B street or whether an 


acre on the Base Line frontage of 
the hospital farm will be set aside 
has not been decided. 

The detention home should not be 
a permanent home for wayward boys 
and girls, but a place where they are 
detained until they are returned to 
their families, placed in _ private} 
homes or sent to state reform insti- 
tutions, the supervisors pointed out. |

Thelma Brown, Pomona College 
freshman and one of the four girls 
who were taken to the Pomona Val- 
ley Hospital last Wednesday morning 
in a critical condition as the result of 
a mushroom supper the night before, 
died Saturday morning shortly after 
eight o’clock. 

.Friday it was believed that all of 
the girls had more than a fighting 
chance for recovery after a moder- 
ately easy night and Dr. A. V. Stough- 
ton of Claremont who has been at- 
tending them was rather hopeful al- 
though until Friday morning it was 
feared that at least two of them 
could not live. However, the parents 
of all four of the girls were called 
te Claremont and have been con- 
stanly by their sides since Thursday 
morning. 

Miss Brown came to Pomona Col- 
lege last fall from El Cajon where 
She was _ per- 
haps the most talented student of 
piano in the entire music depart- 
ment of the college, and she showed 
every evidence of becoming a concert 
pianist of brilliance and power. She 
was just recently elected pianist for 
the college orchestra ‘directed by 
Amandus Zoellner.

Although for many years Mr. Wil- 
son was not strong physically, he 
possessed a determination of purpose 
and not only did he desire to be 
accomplishing things 4n a business

to enjoy good health, that he might 
be assisting those about him. 
Those who knew J. D. Wilson best 
found in him many jof those quali- 
ties of friendship“ which in his life 
in Ohio made him a leader among 
men, for in that state he was many 
times elected to public office and 
was a member of the seventy-fourth 


assembly of that state and for 12 


years held a state office. 
Some sixteen years ago Mr. Wil- 
son was advised by his physician to 


comée west in search of health and 
though he at first planned on going 
to Colorado, finally decided on Los 
Angeles. From Los Angeles Mr.  Wil- 
son came to Upland and at one time 
operated forty-seven acres of citrus 
orchard. Several months ago he dis- 
posed of his citrus orchard and of 
late had been operating 40 acres of 
alfalfa six miles south of here in 
the Chino country;

No auto 
thief who has wintered in Southern 
California ever returns to his native 
haunts on the railroad, declare Auto 
Club detectives. He will steal your) 
car first and drive East in that, then 
sell it when he gets home. 

If your car is slated to be stolen 
you can depend upon it that the 
thieves have put their mark on it 
already, and/’unless you take un- 
usual precautions you might as well 
kiss it goodbye, say the club officials. 

Lenient jail sentences made impera- 
tive by the present laws of Califor- 
nia make auto thieving a pastime 
there, it is pointed out, and for that 
reason the greatest “spring drive” in 
history is anticipated for the next 
three months. At the present, the 
penaity for grand larceny (stealing 
an auto) is an indeterminate sen- 


tence of from one to ten years. It. 
is usually one year and then the thief 
is free again—unless he has been pa- 
roled at the end of six months. 

This sort of a sentence does not 
deter a thief from stealing a car any |

APRICOT ORCHARDS MAY 
| MEAN HEAVY LOSS 


It is very important that orchards 
for which no irrigation water has 
been provided or where there is a 
shortage of water be plowed as soon 
as possible All orchards where 
plowing has not been done have 
quite a rank growth of weeds which 
rapidly sap the moisture from the 
soll, In addition to drying out the 
soil, it is known that these weeds 
serve as a harboring place for thrips 
and those which bloom usually have 
the blossoms full of these Mittle in- 
sects. Last season heavy losses were 
suffered because of thrips injury to 
Tuscan Cling peaches 

The rains forethe season have been 
good and the soil is in better condt- 
tion than it was thie time last year 
However, there may be little rain 
from now until the end of the sea- 
son, thus making necessary the con- 
servation of this moisture.

At once he set to work to tear his~

“The partition was made of flat 
steel bars, woven closely together in 
a basket pattern, and set into heavy 
steel frames that were bolted into 
place. The ends of the flat bars were 
fastened by bending them over while 
hot; and everybody was quite sure 
that those panels were strong enough 
to hold elephants.

Marines Get Practice. 

Ten million rounds of ammunition 
were fired by United States marines 
on rifle ranges in the last 11 months, 
according to the report of the inspec- 
tor of rifle practice, given out at marine 
corps headquarters in Washington. 

This is the answer to the ques- 
tion: Why are marines always crack 
shots? which has been asked over and 
over again by their opponents at re- 
cent military rifle matches, when they 
saw the “sea soldiers” walk away with 
most of the trophies. 

Nineteen thousand of the 21,000 men 
who fired qualified as marksmen or bet- 
ter. In 1919 marines fred on ranges 
in ten foreign countries and posses- 
sions, as follows: Ireland, Siberia, 
China, France, Germany, Cuba, Santo 
Domingo, Haiti, the Azores and Nica- 
ragua, and in 19 states, territories and 
possessions of our own country. 





Army Physique. 

A careful study revealed a gain dir- 
ing three and one-half months at the 
camps, among national army recruits 
of 6.4 pounds apiece—almost entirely 
in muscular tissue; and 28 per cent 
increase in cMest expansion. A similar 
investigation in the navy showed al- 
most the same average increase, indi- 
vidual gains running up to 3:38 
pounds individual beneficial losses 
reaching 23 pounds — and thé aver 
age very inadequately recording 
“the enormous benefit the . . . 
life . has done these men phys- 
feally.” In fact, the driven chief of 
the medical department, hampered by 
the lack of statistical clerks (who cost 
$1,600 to $1,800 a year!) remarked 
forcefully that the improvement. in 
physique was so evident that details 
are as needless “as to demonstrate 
mathematically that peas grow in 


a_ pod.” 





Time's Great Changes.

Demand for House-Cat Fur. 

In a report on the London fur mar- 
ket prepared by Alfred Nutting, clerk 
in the American consujate general in 
London, a comparison of the total 
number of skins sold by O. M. Lamp- 
son & Co. at public auction in 1918 
and 1919 shows that the number of 
house-cat skins sold during the cur- 
rent year was 35,934, or almost double 
the quantity sold in 1918. The price 
of house-cat fur had advanced 50 per 
cent since spring.

Smithy, Immortalized by Long- 
fellow, Still Stands, 











Shop of the Vilfage Blacksmith, at 

Cambridge, Mass., Looks Today _ 

Almost as It Did When the 
Poet Wrote of It. 

In his diary of October 5, 1839, 
Longfellow made this note: “Wrote a 
new psalm of life—it is ‘The Village 
Blacksmith.’ ” 

And the house of the village black- 
smith, built in 1811, still stands In 
Cambridge, covered with vines and 
sought after by tourists and lovers of 
the old, although the “spreading chest- 
nut tree” has been cut down to make 
room for the widening of Brattle 
street. 

It was the home of Dexter Pratt, 
the village blacksmith, and the friend 
of Longfellow, who immortalized him 
and his smithy in verse. The Bach- 
elder family, who bought the place 
from the heirs of Mary Walker in 
1912, have restored the place to its 
foriner simple beauty. It still bears 
the “Sign of the Cockhorse.” 

Inside, the rooms are restored with 
all the quaintnesgs of their original 
form, As one goes in the door they 
open from both sides of the smal) hall 
and each room has a large open fire- 
place. The mantels are wide and 
plain, as was the fashion in the early 
days. 

Upstairs, at the Brattle street end 
of the house, one goes down three 
steps into the end room. You pass 
through a narrow back passage and 
find two small bedrooms and back 
stairs which are sharp and steep. 

Dexter Pratt, Longfellow’s black- 
smith friend, succeeded Torrey Han- 
cock In the ownership of the property, |’ 
who {in turn bought it from the heirs 
of Thomas Brattle, who built the 
house. Pratt had lived there a long 
time when Longfellow came to Cam- 
bridge in 1836. After the death of 
Dexter Pratt in 1847, the property 
passed through various hands until, 
in 1870, friends bought it for Mary 
Walker, an escaped quadroon slave, a 
woman of refinement and beauty, who 
had been a servant in several Cam- 
bridge families, and afterward taught 
school in the South. . 

After her return to the North two 
of her three children were found and 
returned to her through the efforts of 
Genéral O. O. Howard. They were then |' 
& grown man and woman, although 
when she last saw them they were 
children. 

While she occupied the house many 
Harvard students lived there. Now, 
purchased from the heirs of the es- 
caped slave, it has become one of the 
show places of Cambridge. 

Longfellow, in the Knickerbocker 
Magazine, in 1840, first immortalized 
the place. He made a word picture 
of the village smithy and the black- 
smith, and also made a pen and ink 
sketch of the chestnut tree and. the 
smithy. The tree up to 1876 spread 
Its branches in front of the house,

Plywood Given Severe Test. 

The plywood tested at the Wisconsin 
forest products laboratory is built up 
in thin layers laid crosswise to one 
another, and glued with water-resist- 
ing glue. Various protective finishes 
are applied to the wood. All materials 
are subjected to every variety of cli- 
matic temperature and _ moisture, 
and in glue tests, pHes must not sep- 
arate after boiling fn water eight 
hours, or soaking at room temperature 
ten days. The products developed find 
many important uses besides that of 
making airplane propellers. The 
woven plywood, designed as a substt-' 
tute for linen in wing covering, is 
basket woven from strips of spruce 
veneer about one and one-fourth te one 
and seven-eighths inches wide and .01 
inch thick, the finished sheet being 
about one-fifth inch thick.

LIGHTS OF IMMENSE POWER 





Rays From Pointe on United States 
Coast Are Visible Seventy Mile® 
Out at Sea. 

The highest beacon light maintained 
by the United States for warning 
navigators is at Cape Mendocino, Cal., 
422 feet above sea level. It has a 

range of 28 miles. 

The brightest light and one of the 
most brilliant in th® world its at 
Navesink, N. J.,.on the highlands at 
the entrance of New York bay. It 
{s 25,000,000 candle power and its 
glare has been seen from 70 miles out 
in the ocean. 

The largest lighthouse “lens” is at 
Makapuu point, on the island of Oahu 
(Hawaiian group). Its beam at night 
brings first news to voyagers from 
the United States that they are near- 
ing the mid-Pacific archipelago. It 
is called a “hyperradient,” the inside 
diameter of the lens being about nine 
feet and thaf of the glass lantern in- 
closing it 16 feet. 

The lens of the Navesink light in- 
closes a powerfu! electric arc. But, 
generally speaking, kerosene is the 
preferred {lluminant for many light- 
houses. 


A lens frequently is built up of 


{into a beam of maximum brilliancy 
and range. Some lighthouse lenses 
are so arranged as to revolve, a con- 
trivance of the sort, weighing perhaps 
6,000 pounds, being floated upon mer- 
cury and thereby turned so easily that 
a small bit of clockwork actuated by 
a 100-pound weight will operate it. 





GOT FACTS SLIGHTLY MIXED 


Representative Osborne Evidently Had 
Not Taken Keen Notice of Posl- 
tion of Sherman Statue. 

One of the best speeches in the 
house in years came from Representa- 
tive Osborne of California the day of 
the Pershing parade, says the Los An- 
geles Times. Having been one of the 
soldiers who marched up Pennsylva- 
nia avenue at the close of the Civil 
war for a final review by General 
Sherman, he was able to draw a beau- 
tiful and striking contrast with the 
return of the veterans of 1919. 

At one point in the address the rep- 
resentative spoke feelingly of how 
Sherman, at the head of the column, 
at Fifteenth street and Pennsylvania 
avenue had turned on his horse and 
looked back at the advancing veter- 
ans. 

“Thus,” said Mr. Osborne, “the fig- 
ure of Sherman, cast in bronze, sits to- 
day at the head of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, as he sat that day more than fif- 
ty yenrs ago.” 

The reference to the Sherman statue 
aroused great interest and many were 
the pilgrimages made to the statue 
within the next few days to see how 
Sherman looked gazing down the ave- 
nue. But horror of horrors! It de- 
veloped that Sherman was looking not 
toward the advancing column, but to- 
ward the White House, which stands 
in an opposite direction.

Lava Under Ranger Field? 

Geologists believe that continued oll 
operations in the Ranger field, should 
they attain a depth of one mile under 
the surfdce, will prove the existence 
of a live lava bed, a Ranger (Tex.) 
correspondent of the New York Eve- 
ning Sun writes. In the region of 
Caddo oll drillers have discovered that 
bits of the drills show evidences of in- 
tense heat within 8,200 feet of the 
surface, and the heat at that depth ts 
sufficient to discharge shots of nitro 
glycerin without the use of a fulm!- 
nating cap. 

A pecullarity of the Ranger field in 
Stephens county is the number of cre- 
vasses encountered In drilling through 
the black lime. These crevasses are 
ne more of less With oll-ylelding 
sand and when this sand is “shot” 
the flow of petroleum rushes to the 
surface.
